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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stoudt et al (US 
Patent No. 4,794,421). 

Concerning claim 1 5 Stoudt et al discloses an image processing system (Figs. 1-2, 5 or 7) 
comprising an image processing unit (Fig. 7) for processing input image data; an output unit 
(Fig.5) for outputting an image processed in the image processing unit; wherein the image 
processing unit has a function of cutting out a background portion of the image and effecting 
color specification and further has a function of specifying a method of processing the 
background portion, and when printing the image, the output unit recognizes the background 
portion on basis of the color specification and carries out background processing for the 
recognized background portion on basis of the specified method of processing the background 
portion (Figs.2, 3, 9, 1 1; col. 5, line 31 - col. 6, line 48; col. 16, line 1 1 - col. 19, line 13). 

Concerning claims 2-4, the output unit converts pixels into a pattern which is one of a 
stripe pattern (M region in Fig.2) and a dot pattern (P region in screen illumination on in Fig.9), 
the color specification specifies a uniform density of specific color (orange swatch in Fig.l 1).

a. Blank (US Patent No. 5,345,313) discloses an image editing system for taking a 
background and inserting part of an image in the selected background.
